ANY ACTIVE hobbyists can tell you. 
that certain commemorative coins have 
been moving steadly up in price in recent 
years. 

They also can tell you that when a coin 
(or any collectible) becomes very much in 
demand, it’s time to,watch out for outright 
counterfeiters. and f who are only too 
willing to alter a coin to meet the market 


‘at the Ocean County Mall Saturday demand for a particular mint mark, date, 
‘and Sunday in honor ot National. Coin overdate or what have you. 


That said, it’s important to tell readers 
of findings by the American Numismatic | 
Association Certification Service. 

ANACS, in a recent issue of The 
Numismatist, a hobby publications, reports 
that some remarkably well made false 
commemoratives have been discovered. 

The six phony half dollars are a 1915-S 
Panama-Pacific, a 1921 Missouri, a 1925 
Fort Vancouver, a 1928 Hawaii, a 1935 Hud- 
son and.a 1935 Hudson. 


ANACS, which I should add is one of 
the real reasons I’m happy to support the 
parent ANA by way of my membership, 
says that all of the coins display a similar 
style, with sharp edge redding, fuzzy de- | 
tails and incorrect luster. : 

In a side-by-side comparison with genu- 
ine specimens, the counterfeit pieces are 
not difficult to detect, ANACS says. How- 
ever, they are deceptive enough to fool 
numismatists not well-acquainted with 
characteristics of genuine coins. 

To simplify matters, I think it could be 
said that the fake commemoratives are too 
good to be true in one sense. 3 

As ANACS points out, commemoratives 
in the half-dollar series tend to show, under 
even modest magnification, heavy concen- 
trations of die polish lines. None of the 
phony pieces exhibit the usual amount of 
such die polish lines. 

The luster on the counterfiets is anoth- 
er giveaway. Quite unlike genuine coins, 
each phony exhibits a glossy sheen, which 
is similar to the luster on Mint State silver 
coins that have been lightly polished. 

What makes the new counterfeits 
potentially dangerous, ANACS says, is the 
fact that light circulation or artificial ton- 
ing could disguise that diagnostic.

Silver Has Upside Potential 

Is silver washed up as an inflation 
hedge investment? The price has 
drifted lower since March of last year 
and silver stocks in Comex warehouses 
in New York and other locations are at 
record highs. But, we were awash in 
soybeans this time last year and look 
what happened. 

A drought won't do much for silver. 
But, a resurgence of hefty price infla- 
tion with the expectation of even more 
to come, coupled with a strong eco- 
nomic recovery, will reduce those 
stocks in short order. Far from being 
washed up, silver has enormous up- 
side potential from current levels. 

Although silver is clearly an industrial 
metal, the primary moving force behind 
silver prices is inflation rather than in- 
dustrial considerations. It isn’t neces- 
sary to go into any detail about the 
silver story so well-known among metal 
investors. Suffice it to say that for many 
years the U.S. has used some 120 to 
160 million ounces of silver annually on 
average, yet silver production has re- 
mained at the 50 to 60 million troy 
ounce level each year. 

There is a continuing draw-down of 
available above-ground silver stocks 
that at some point will become difficult 
to obtain except at higher prices. | an- 
ticipate the coming inflation of the next 
few years will take silver prices sub- 
stantially higher. 

If the inflation activity discussed ear- 
lier materializes, a fairly decent rise in 
silver going into the first quarter could 
take us back up above $14. 

And, if inflation develops as | expect 
by the end of this year, 1984 will go 
down as the first year of the major bull 
market in silver. Silver is clearly a buy at 
current price levels, and | encourage 
investors to get in now on what may be 
a spectacular move to the upside. @

efore Federal Reserve 


notes became the stan- 
dard, there was a variety 
of currency in the U.S. 
The most unusual may have been 
Charles Poston’s “barnyard currency.” 
In the 1850s, Poston was the chie 
administrator of a silver mine near 
Tubac in what is now Arizona. Since 
silver was a cumbersome means of 


| exchange, Poston decided to print 


paper money. instead of a numerai, 
each bill bore the picture of a differ- 
ent animal, so illiterate miners could 
determine its value. A pig meant 
the note was worth 12'/ cents, or 
“one bit.” A calf meant 25 cents, a 
rooster 50 cents. A horse, bull and

lion were worth $1, $5 and $10 
respectively. Poston’s currency was 
accepted in the mining district and 
Mexico; it could even be redeemed 
for silver in San Francisco.
